The board was asked to vote on dropping the 
requirement that officers serve only one term in 
any particular office, to a policy that would allow 
all officers, except the treasurer, to be re-elected 
for a second consecutive term. No officer would 
be allowed to run for a third consecutive term in 
the same office. This was put aside for discussion 
and vote by the general membership because it 
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requires a constitutional change. 


The most contentious change that was 
brought-up was the change of meeting day. The 
board was split as to desire. It seemed to be, 
some liked the idea of keeping the meetings on 
the third Friday of each month, and others were 
in favor of changing it to the third Wednesday of 
the month with “Net News" at the end of the 
meeting (by tape recorder) for those who wish 
to stay. The rationale: eliminating Saturday AM 
Board meetings saved 12 weekends from being 
clobbered; changing to Wednesday night will 
save 11 more. We go from approximately 28 
weekends per year taken by meetings and five 
activities (Field day. the Carriage Classic, Baker 
to Vegas, and a couple of Not so DXpeditions) 
to five weekends taken. This would leave room 
for more activities. I brought up the speculation 
that perhaps we are losing prospective members 
because Friday night is an unpopular night to

The National Conference of Volunteer Examiner Coordinators has voted 
to set up revised standards for the administration of Morse code 
examinations in the US. 


Under the revised standards, examinees would have to show 25 
character-count solid copy on test sheets or successfully answer 
seven out of ten questions ofa fill-in-the-blank quiz on the sent 
text The plan would bar multiple choice tests for Morse code 
testing. 


Verse examinations would specify use of a Farnsworth "character 
speed" in the range of 13 to 15 WPM. Morse code audio pitch would 
rave to be between 700 and 1000 Hz. Standard 5 WPM tests with 5 WPM 
sharacter speed could be administered oniyas a Special 
accommodation. 


The new Morse testing standards are to be in effect by next July 1, 
out VECs may implementthem sooner.
